I HAVE the honour to inform your Excellency, that the 
tranfportsy with the detachment of troops under my orders, an; 
chored 6n the Long Ifland fhore on the §th inftant, at two 0”- 
clock P. M. about ten leagties from New London and having 
made fome neceflary arfangements, weighed anchor at feven o’- F 
clock P. M. and {taod for New with a fair. wind. =. 
At one o’clock the next morning, we arrived off the harbour, ; 
when the wind fuddenly thifted to the northward, and it_yyas. 
nine o’clock before the tranfports could beat in. At ten o’clock, 
the troops; in two divifions, and in four debarkations, were 
landed; one on each fide the harbour, about three miles from 
New London ; that on the Gro @2 fide, confifting of the goth 
/ and g4th regiments, and the 3d battalion of New Jerfey Vo- 
lunteer$; with a detachment of Yagers and artillery, were un- 
der the command of Lieutcnam-Colonel Eyre. The divifion 
on the New London fide coufifted uf the 38th. regiment, the 
Loyal Americans, the American Lepion, Refugees, anda, 
detachment of 60 Yagers, who were: immediately on their 
landing put in motion and at eleven o’clock, being within half 
a mile of Fort.

Captain Millet had ord >rs to leave onécom- 
pany in Fort Trumbuil, to detach one to the redoubr we had 
taken, andtg join me with the other two mies. No time | 
on my part was lo‘t in gaining the town of New London. We 
were oppofcd by a fimail body of theenemy with one field piece, 
who were fo hard preffed rhat they were obliged 20 feave the 
piece, which being iron, was fpiked and left. 

As foon as the enemy were alarmed in the morning, we 
could perceive they were bufily employed in bending fails, and: 
endeavouring te get their privateers and other fhips up Norwich 
river, Out.ot.our reach 4 bet the wind being fmall, and the 
tide agaiaft them, they were obliged to.anchor again.— From 
information I'teceived before and after my landing, I had rea- 
fon to believe that Fort Grifwold, on Groton fide, was very-in- 
complete ; and I was affured {by friends to Government) after 
my landing, that there were only twenty or thirty men in the 
fort, the inhabitants in general being on board their hips, and. 
bufy in’ faving their property. On taking poffefiion of Fort 
Trumbull; I biiod the enemy’s fhips would efcape, unlefs we 
could poffels ourfelves of Fort Grifwold ; I therefore difpatch- 
ed an officer to Lieutenant-Colonel Eyre, with the intelligence 
Thad received, and requefted himsto‘maRe an attack upon the 
fort as foorras poffible; at which time I expected the howitzer 
was up, ‘aad would have been made ufe of. On my gaining a 
height of ground in the rear of New London, from which I 
had a good’ profpe& of Port Grifwwold, I found it much more 
formidable than’ Texpedted, or than T had formed an idea of 
Stony the information I had before received; I obferved at the 


*. fare time, that the men who had efcuped from Fort Trani: 


\bulll, ‘had croffed in boats, and thrown themfelves into Fort 
Grifwold’; and a favourable wind f{pringing up at the fame time, 
the enemy’s thips were efcaping up the river, notwithitanding 
the fire from Fort Trumbull, and a fix-pounder which I had 
with me.” TE immediately difpatched a boat with an officer to 
Lidttenant-Colone! Eyre, to countermand my firft order to 
attack the fort, ‘but the offiter atrived a few minutes too late: 
Lieut. Colonel Eyre had fent Captain Beckwith with a flag to 
demarid a furrender of the fort, which was peremptorily refu- 
fed, and thé attack had commenced. After a moft obftinate 


defence of ncar 40 minutes, the fort was carried by the fupe- - 


rior bravery and perfeverance of the affailants. The attack was 

judicious and! fpirited, and reflects the higheft honour on the 
cers and troops engaged, who feemed to vie with cach o- 
ther in being firft in danger. The troops approached on three 

fides of the work, which was’a fquare, with flanks, made a 
fodgment in the ditch; and under a heavy fire, which they kept 
up on the works, effected a fecond lodgmert upon the fraizing, 
which was attended with great difficulty, as only a few pickets 
could be forced out or broke in a place, and was fo high that 
the foldiers conld not afcend without’ aflilting each other. 

Heresthe coolnefs and bravery of tht: troops were very con- 
fpicuous, as ‘the firlt who afcended thé fraize were obliged to 
filence a nine-pounder, which infitaded the place on which they 
ftood, until a fufficient body had collected to enter the works, 
which was done with fixed bayonets, through the embrazures, 
where they were oppofed with great obftinacy by the garrifon 
with long {pears. 

’ On this: occafion,’ I-have'to regret the lofs of Major Mont- 
gomery, who was killed by a {pear in entering the enemy’s 
works; alfo of Enfign Whillock, of the goth regiment, who 
was killed in the attack. Three other officers ofthe fame re-. 
giment were wounded; Lieutenant-@oloriel Eyre, and three 
othér officers of the 54tH regiment, were alf6 wounded, but 1° 
have the fatisfaction to inform your Excellency, that” they are 
alvin a fair Way to,recover, . : ; 
_ Hieutenant-Colonel Eyre, who behaved with great gallartry, 
having received his wound. near the works, and Major Mont-_ 
gomery being killed immediately after, thecommand devolved 
on Major Bromfjeld, whofe behaviour on this océafion. does him 
great honour, o 

Lieutenant-Colfonel Bufkirk, with the New Jerfey Vo-. 
lunteers, and. artillery, being the fecond debarkation, came up 
foon after the work was cafried; havitig heen retarded by the 
roughnefs of the country; I am much obliged-to this gentle- 
man for his exertions, although the artillery did not, atrive in 
time. 

I have inclofed a return ot the killed and wounded, by which’ 


your Excellency will obferve, that'our lofs, though very confi- - 


derable, is very fhort of the enemy’s, who loft moft of their 
officers, among whom was their commander Colonel Ledyard. 
Lighty-five men were found dead in Fort Grifwold, and fixty 
wounded, moft of them mortally ; their lofS on the oppokite 
fide muft have been confiderable, but cannot be afcertained. I 
believe we have about 70 prifoners, befides the wounded, who 
wete left paroled. 

Ten or twelve of the enemy’s fhips were burned, among them 
three or four armed veffels, and one loaded with naval {tores ‘ 
an immenfe quantity of European and Weft India’ goods were 
found in the ftores. Among the former the cargo of thé Han- 
nah, Captain Watfon, from onda lately capriired by the e- 
nemy ; the whole of which was burnt with the ftores, which 
proved to contain a large quantity of powder, unknown to us ;
